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whipped when naughty appears to the normal man only in the light of 
ordinary discipline. 

In two stirring chapters Mr. Salt denies the use of the lash, either as a 
purifier or as a deterrent where criminals are concerned, and in his "Fal- 
lacies of Flagellants" he makes an amusing fist of the usual arguments 
said to be brought forward by upholders of this ancient form of punish- 
ment, arguments which he demolishes easily and at full gallop, in the man- 
ner of those who are able to raise their own obstacles.
